REPORTED FLIGHT OF 
CHAN. - ° 
SAID TO BE IN HONGKONG. 
(Our Own Correspondent.) 
. Canton. March 4. 

Thoro was a lot of flag--raving, 
flring of ftlrocrackera and many 
gaily decorated motor cara run- 
ning about Canton yortorday. 
Upon onquiry I found out that 
thore was a very strong rumour 
in circulation that Goneral:Chan 
King-ming liad boon ‘separated 
from his: forced, -nnd--that tho 
wuole of his Kastorn’ Army had 
surronderod. [ was.givon, thia 
information from one of the maro 
prominent momb-rr of tho. Kuo 
Ming Tang. Aw my desird- regard. 
ing Is to remain as’ noytral as 
possible and to givo the Hong- 
kong publica, impartial nown 
as can bo ohtnined, | aaw ono of 
Chan’s sympathisers to-day, and 
ho stated :-—‘' [tis quite truo that 
wo havo had rather sevote ro- 
vorses inthe East and that ono of 
our-Genorals: turned traitor and 
wont ovor to the enomy, but the 
mon he took with him numborod 
only 3.000 and not 10,000 as 
claimed by our antagonists. Our 
allies havo gainod groat advant- 
ages in tho Wost, howovor, and 
wo aro still putting up ao stiff 
fight in the Kast, especially 
avout 50 miles from Swatow. Wo 
still expootto win.” S 

From another source, which I 
may doscrive a8 neutral nnd re- 
liablo, I obtained tho following 
information:—"Th:. Constitu- 
tionalist cruiser Wing Fung left 
Canton obout 10 days ago 
and roturned threo days ago. 
She and soveral other Govorn- 
ment cruisors had really boon off 
on a cruiso to Pakboi, whoro 
thoy landod approximately 3,000 
soldiers, which caused quite o 
groat doal of disturbanoo down 
thore, Chan's men had always 
believed that those cruigors would 
bo unable to proceed down that 
way as tho water is rathor shallow 
in tho vicinity, but they succoed- 
od in landing their troops all 
right. It is expected that those 
forces will soon be dofoated by 
the more superior forcon of tho 
commander-in-chiof of tho King 
Ngai district." That somo cred- 
enco may bo placed on thin 
nows is shown by tho fact that 
five days ogo two largo coal 
lighters full of coals in bags 
flying tho Soutiiorn Navy's flags, 
and oscorted by 4 cruisor, woro 
obsorved to leavo Pak kai, proceed 
down ‘tho Wost Rivor and 
out to sea, stecring a southorly 
diroction. 

Further news is to tho offoot 
that ox-Admiral Chan Chak, of 
Canton has boon appointed com- 
mander-in-chiof of the King Nyai 
district, providing that ho can 
manago to ovorthrow tho prosent 
chiof. Ex-admiral Chan Chak is 
a native of the King Ngai district, 
and ho is trying his bost to “work

BUDGET PROBLEMS. 


Beforo many weeks havo pass- 
ed, tho Baldwin Govornmont’s 
Budget will have boon intro- 
duced, and it will thon bo scon 
what’ concessions, if any,- aro 
to be mado in rogard’ to 
the loworing of the Income Tax. 
Rocont Homo comment suggested 
that Mr. Churchill, as Chancollor 
of tho Exchoquor, has hed to faco 
ono of two alternatives cithor 
to reduco the-Income Tax or to 
spond moro monoy on the Navy. 
Roports say that Earl Beatty, as 
First Son Lord, has boon insist- 
ing on a largor Navy, at any rato 
to tho oxtont of a roturn to the 
pre-Labour Government pro- 
grammo, and it is stated that 
ho is supported in that viow by 
Colonol Amery and Mr. Bridg- 
man. This school of thought 
holds that tho ery of “Save the 


‘| Navy" would bo far moro popular 


with the public than any domand 
for docroased taxation. On tho 
other hand, thoro aro political 
loadors who considor that the 
tondency towards disarmamont 
makes it unnecessary for Britain 
to go in for’ oxtonsivo naval 
conatruction. It is possible, of 
courso, that a compromiso may 
bo reached as to meet 
tho viowe of tho conflicting 
camps, and ono writor says this 
will probably pormit of at loaat 
sixponce boing taken off tho In- 
como Tax whilst, at tho samo 
timo, duo rogard is paid to our 
naval roquiremonts.

In tho discussion of thoso pro- 
bloms, the picturesque porson- 
ality of Mr. Churchill looms 
largo. It is gonorally, bolfeved in 
Consorvative circles that tho 
Chancallor of tho Exchequor is 


jfaiming at boing Mr. Baldwin's 


succassor. Much, it is thought, 
will dopond on bis handling of 
the Budget os to whethor. such 
an oim is likoly to bo -realisod.

Mr. Churchill soquitted bimsolf 
with much ability, and ho will 
now probably acok to enhance 
his prostigs by producing 4 
popular Budget. If ho succesds 
horo, his noxt big job will bo the 
Fronoh dobt problem, in handling 
which -thoro . will'bo plonty of 
scopo for statosmansbip. What- 
ever tho outcome of the Budget 
question, thore can bo no quos- 
tioning the fact that Mr. 
QOhurohill is at tho momont-ao 
dominating ‘figuro’ in British 
politics, But,.Jn viow of bis past 
record, it would bo rathor risky 
to prodict the futuro that awaits 
him. *% 


End of the World. 


It is intorosting to road of re- 
cont expectation by cortain rocte, 
in Amorica and olspwhoro, who 
thought tho ond of the world was 
at hand, and proparod according- 
ly. This recalis tho previous 
occasions on which theso boliofa 
in tho approach of tho Millenium 
have lod peoplo to oxpoct tho 
crack of doom, and congrogato in 
churches or assombly placos 
whore, apparontly, they would bo 


“|gathered to's heavenly roward 


for thoirtruo boliof. It sooms 
that ropeatod dis- 
appointments should not by now 
havo convinced tho prophots.that 
man cannot forotoll thoso things 
to tho oxtont of making it o 
mattor of days, or oven yoars, 
Without disoussing tho sharp 
linos drawn botwoen tho differont 
boliefa as to this world’s origin, 
ranging from the geological 
evolutionist, and disciples of 
Darwin, through tho. 

course of various followors of 
famous thoorists, tothe strict and 
litoral intorprotation of tho first 
chaptor of Gonesis, ono can con- 
sidor thé possibilitios on to 
tho ond of tho world, oithor 
sudden or gradual, Sciontists, 
who aro somotimos(quite wrongly 
in many casos) accusod of boing 
Athoists, aro proparod to concede 
oithor a gradual conclusion to 
tho lifo of this globo or a suddon 
holocaust that would truly bo 
the ond of all things hero. Tho 
firat ombodios two  thoorios— 
oithor that tho world will slowly 
loso ita hoat and that of tho sun, 
and becomo a frozen, uninhabi- 
tablo place, or olss that it will 
approach the sun until it loses 
all its moisturo from ovaporation 
andovontually grows too hot to 
botonablo. Tho othor ond would 
como in tke event of a collision 
in space with somo othor hugo 
astronomical body, In any 
case, there would be ample 
warning to tho living croaturos 


on this globo: tho ono would 


tako almost countless millions of 
yoars, and tho other most probab- 
ly bo soon to be imminont, long 
boforchand, by astronomical 
observers. Tor the average per- 
son itis sufliciont that thoroara 
no signs yot of this final scono 
in tho groat drama of lifo. 


A Drought Aspect. 


Possibly tho inhabitants of tho 
Kowloon peninsula wero not 
duly sympathotic in rocont yoars 
whon the wator supply of Hong- 
kong island was rostricted owing 
to searcity of supplies, so tho 
present trial might be a good 
thing. But there aro somo 
aspects of the matter which, 
whilo thoy indicato tho gravity 
of the wator shortage, call for 
comment, if only in humorous 
voin. Tho notification by tho 
Wator authority givos tho hours 
of supply as botweon 7 and 10 
a.m., with a concession in ono 
district of 3 to 5 p.m. Prosumably 
theso hours have boon choson 
with o viow to supplying tho 
necessary water for tho morning 
ablutions, but we would draw 
attention to tho effect on thoso 
who have to bo at work at tho 
comparatively early hour of 8,30 
a.m, or ovon before’ ‘that 
time. Tho rostriction means that 
thoy cannot obtain a warm bath 
in the morning. Tho turning on 
of tho supply at soven o'clock 
results in a wook trickle which 
doos not bocome a flow until 
about half on hour later, and 
thon comos the matter of hosting 
the fluid so colloctad. A warm 
bath bofore oight o'clock in somo 
parts of Kowloon has bocome an 
impossibility. But thon, wo do 
not all banker after het water, 
and if the restriction drives more 
poople to a roslisation of the 
advantages of the cold tub or 
showor, porhaps it will bo doing 
tho community much good. In 
any caso, tho clork of tho weathor 
is not quito os bad as ho hab 
‘boon painted. If ho has-not sent 
us any heavy rain yot, he hos at 
‘loast-taken tho’ ohill out of tho 
air and mado warm wator o dis- 
pensablo luxury.

Hongkong Polfoo Force, Detoo- 
tive Inspector fApploton is now 
rotixing. Ho {sails by the ss. 
Malwa on Saturday... 

Tho event was marked by tho 
prosontation of gifte by his 
colloagues in the Forso. and ats 
largo gathoring in tho Cantoon ot 
Polico _ Hoadquartors at noon 
to-day, the Captain Suporinten- 
dont of Polloo porformod that 
happy function. Thoro wore 
presont Captain Bloxham, Mr. 
Booth A.S.P,, Mr. Jamogs Korr. 
A.8.P., Chief Inspoctor Kont, 
Chief Dotootivo Inspnotor J. 
Grant, Dotectivo Inspoctor 
Earnor, Inspoctor Spoor and 
many of tho Senior Officors. Tho 
souvonira comprised s handsomo 
silver tantalus, a pair of cut 
gloss vasos, onda ailvor mountod 
toa-tray. 

Tn making tho prosontation, Mr 
E. D. O. Wolfo said that tho occa- 
sion markad tlio totiromont of 
anothor of tho Sonior Inspooturs 
in tho porson of [nspootor Applo- 
ton, Ho was glad to say thot 
thero wero very fow of thoso 
rotiromonts, as at ono timo ho was 
boginning to foor that tho now 
pension rogulations had had a 
markod offect in accolorating tho 
doparturo of Senior Officors. But 
he though’ that was not so, and 
that it was moroly duo to tho fact 
that officore who could not got 
away during tho war had just 
finishod thoir timo and also woro 
waiting for timo for thoir familios 
to qualify for passa gos home and 
thon take their ponsions aftor- 
wards. It was a mattor of 
rogrot that owing to his 
departuro for England tho 
soorotary for Chincao Affairs (Mr 
Hallifax,) was not thero as ho 
know that both ho and also Mr. 
A. E. Wood would liko to bo prosant 
at that coremony to bid farowoll 
ot Inspootor Apploton. As thoy 
know, {nspoctor Apploton joinod 
the Polico Force with othors of 
tho original bond humorously 
known as tho “Forty Lhioves, ” 
of whom ho was afraid only throo 
wero loft with tho Force, In- 
spoctor Apploton boing ono of 
these, They would romombor 
tho timo whon, with tho acquisi- 
tion of tbe Now Torritorios in 
1899, an incroaso in the Polico 
Iorco bocamo nocossary, and 
on that account thoy had the 
largo number of 40 mon join- 
ing tho forco. at ono timo. ‘shat 
mnumbor was not a record com- 
pared with subsequent incroases, 
as though thoy had not os many 
as forty men at ono timo, tho 
numbor rocruited in lator yoars 
bad boon much moro than that in 
one yoor. Starting from vory 
small -boginnings, Inepector 
Apploton worked his way up and 
was now the holder of no loss 
than five decorations from the 
Govornmont for tho valued 
sorvioes ho had rondorod, Mr. 
Wolfo thon wont on to sponk 
of tho divorsity of Inspoctor 
Appleton’s work ond in passing 
montionod that the villagers at 
Choungchow woro vory sorry 
whon he left thom on transfor to 
tho 8.0,A.'s offico, whoro bo 
worked o8 a kind of linison 
officor botwoon that Dopartmont 
and tho Polico, Ho also 
roforrod to tho important duties 
ho discharged during tho. big 
strike, saying ho did more work 
than could reasonably bo oxpoctod 
of ono man.

EDUCATION BOARD 
MEETING. 


THE TEACHING OF 
PORTUGUESE. 


The monthly mecting of the Edu- 
cation Board tock place fn .the 
Bonrd room, P. and O, bullding, 
yestordny afternoon. Mr. G..N. 
Orme (Director of, Education) pre- 
aided and those prerent were Mr. 
FE, Ralphs (Inspector of English 
Schools), Dr. T. W. Penree, 0.1. 
Mr, B.,Wylie, Captain Watt, Dr. 
A; D. Hickling, Mann, Mr, i. FF. 
Aucott, Chev. J. M. Alves, Mr. U. 
Rumjahn and Mr, A. R. Suther- 
land (Secretary). 

The following recommendation 
made by a sub-committee appointed 
nt the last meeting in regard to 
the teaching of Portuguese was the 
subject of conalderuble discussion: 

“Phat the tenching of Portu-« 
guere he revived at tho Belllios 
Public School for children In 
Class 4 and upwards, instruction 
to take place out of school 
hours.” 

On the call of the Chairman for 
any remarks from members, on the 
recommendation, Mr. Rumjohn 
and Mr. Alvea replied that they 
had none to make. : 

Mr. Wylic called attention to the 
possibility that the recommanda- 
tlon of the sub-committee might 
not be approved — by the 
Roard at all, whereupon the 
Chairman explained = that the 
question apparently depended 
upon the probable results. He 
would do what he could in’ the 
matter. Mr. Orme. said that in the 
cane of St. Mary's School, whieh 
wan attended mostly by  Porte- 
guese children, he could undar- 
stand the motives why Portuguese 
should be tnught, but in reyard to 
other -achools wiere only three 

per cent. of the pupils were Portu- 
guese he did not think the exponse 
of engaging the teacher wae 
juatifinble. Should auMelent keen- 
noua be displayed by the pupifs,’ 
arrangements could be made to 
rive the proper in-truction an 
ao meet the general desire. 

Mr. Alves raised the question 
as to whether it was possible to 
teach Portuguese in school hours. 
Chinese students received lessona 
in thelr own language during 
achool hours and he certainty 
thought two hours could be set 
anide for Portuguese. Mr. Alves 
also suggested that the recome 
mendation should be altered — to 
read from Class 5 upwards, instesd 
ef Class 4, ao that when the pupils 
were promoted they would have a 
fair knowledge an a beginning, 

Mz, Wylie pointed out that the 
ehildren in Class 5 were too young 
to remain behind after sehoatl 
hours, 

The Question of Fee. 

The Chairman raised the ques- 
‘tion of charging the pupils a sinall 
fee for instruction in Portuguese, 
agin guarantee hat the new class 
would be patronised. He thought 
it waa deyirable that such a fee 
should te charged in view of the 
expense incurred in emenging a 
teacher, it was the only way to 
‘ensure that the elias would be 
well atended, St would he useless 
fo conduct a class with three oor 
fuur pupils. 

Mr. Wylie said) that Portuguese 
was taught last year and oo 
fee owas eharged, A -question- 
naire had been cireulated. to 
Portiuyzuese parents asking 
whether Portuycrese should be 
taugeht after sehool hours, Now the 
question of charging fees was 
raised, Tt waa only fair to have 
mentioned the question of fees 
hefore. 

Mr. Alves said the number of 
pupils learning — Portuguese had 
not decreased, | Tt would be only 
fair to give them another year 
before chaning, the system. If 
any lick of ent wuainsm was noticed 
after another year the Government 
could then say they had given the 
pupils every chance. - 

The Chairman then put the re- 
commendation before the moecting. 
Mr. Alves proposed that it: be 

passed as it stood, Mr. Rumjahn 
neeon ted, 

Mr. Ralphs proposed an amend- 
ment that the following words be 

- added to the recommendation :— 
“Phat the school must have a 
minimum mimber of ten pupils.” 
Mr. Wylie seconded the amend- 
ment, which war carried by six 
votes to two. 

“Medical Examinations. 

Mr, Aucott gave notice of the 
following question to be put at 
‘the next-meeting: 

"In view of the Chairman's 
atatement at the Inst mecting of 
the. Board to the effect that he 
honed before very tong sntiafac- 
tory arrangements would be 
made with regard to the 
medical examination of school 
children, will the Chairman 
please indfeate what steps, ff 
any, have ao far beon taken in 
thia connection ‘and whether,.

Mr. McWattore, secretary of the 
finance dopartment, quoted atatis- 
tics showing a gradual decroaso 
of the consumption in Burma and 
Assam, and stated that Bongel 
was contemplating drastic meo- 
sures. Ho addod that the Govorn- 
mont of India was fully alive to 
the importanco of opium smoking. 
but tomporanco was a bottor policy 
than prohibition, hence steps wora 
boing taken to reduce the numbor 
of shops and also the quantity of 
solos. 

Furthormore, if a  foroign 
country did not require Indian 
opium tho Govornmont would 
ceaso ite exports thence rogard- 
loss of financial considorations.—
